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WHAT WAY TO I'KACK? 


Not since the inauguration of George Washing- 


ton for his first term has tbe inauguration of any 
President of the United Stales been awaited with 
such Interest by so large a number of tlio people, 
both actual and relative, as are awaiting (he as- 
iramption of the duties of the chief executive by 
President Harding. No inaugural address has 


. ever been read with more earnestness to compre- 
hend its significance than will attend tho inaug- 
ural address of Mr. Harding. 


While there are several domestic questions of 


primary importance, while the reconstruction of 
the government as to personnel will'draw lively 
attention, the one subject that perhaps dwells 
tctost persistently in the minds of most of the 
people is the future policy and conduct relative 
to~foreign affairs. 
And whatever may be the 


claim of other areas to attention, AVImt as to 
Europe? Is the dominant question. About sixty- 
five percent of the nation's foreign commerce is

Two aulomobile shows recently held in (his sec- 


ion of (ho State, one In Oakland and one in Ran 
^rancisco, broke nil records for attendance. They 
et other records, too. They were unprecedented 
or Hie variety of "makes," for the evidence of the 
ttcntion the manufacturing of motor vehicles is 
laying to the increasing discrimination of the 
mblic and for the wide popular interest in (he 
automobile. 


These statements have been uttered before, and 


nidi fully, but (ho interest is in (ho fact (hat 
•efercnce (o new records in (he automobile in- 
luslry continues to be justified. K is worthy of 
comment also that (he two recent exhibitions 
icro were in a period which has been described 
s one of cslrcmo depression in many quarters 


and in many lines of business. 


Not long ago the American Automobile Asso 


cialion.made a compilation of tho figures of nu- 
omobilcs used in the United States. This did 
lot indicate that the country was in a period of 
'real adversity. It spoke not only of the popular 
isc of (he aulomobile, but of its value and utllily. 
There were 0,180,310 passenger and commercial 
motor vehicles registered in tha Unitsu States 
during 31120, of which 8,234,4flO were for passen- 
rer use mid 01E>,S2G were commercially employed, 
luring (he samo period 2T1,230 motorcycles were 
ilso registered. The lo(al receipts from registra- 
tions Amounted to $99,141,097. 


In two Slates—California and New York—tho 


figures cover only the first eleven months of the 
registration year ending February 28, 1921. The 
total registrations for the year will doubtless ex- 
ceed 0,300,000 cars and receipts will probably 
reach $100,000,000. It thus appears (hat there is 
now one motor vehicle for about every eleven per- 
sons, and that receipts from registrations nnd 
licenses amount to more (ban one-fifth of (he. 
total annual expenditure for all roads and bridges 
in the United States. The gain in registrations 
over 3919 amounts to 2,114,870, which is tho 
greatest increase ever recorded in a single year. 


New York, which for many years has led all 


tho other States in the number of automobiles 
owned within its boundaries, maintains Its motor 
supremacy with a total of 68,1,919 vehicles, of 
which !>59,r>21 were passenger cars and ]2.|..1!IH 
commercial 
vehicles. Ohio and

BLUE ON SELF; 


Court Drops Contempt Case 


of E a sib ay Men in Trout- 


man Affair. 


Four Alameda county physicians 
ftnd two Oakland business men es- 
caped punishment for contempt of 
court before Division 2 of the Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals today when 
Captain William I. Pay, chaplain of 
the Alameda county jail, took upon 
his ahoulders the blatno for cham- 
pioning: the cause of Dr. Holmes F. 
Troutman. 
Captain Day, who lives 
at 1514 Twenty-first avenue. Oak- 
land, had met Dr. Troutman in the 
county jail following his conviction 
In Superior Judge Qutnn's court for 
an offense Involving a fourteen-year- 
old boy. 
It was he who drew the 
draft of the letter signed by tho 
physicians and business men that re- 
sulted in their being cited for con- 
tempt. 
"Supposing this court had revers- 
ed the case, look at the position the 
judffos would have been in following 
the receipt of such a letter as this," 
Bald Presiding Judge I-angdon as he 
dismissed the proceedings. 
"As it 


happens the court's decision had al- 
ready been written before tho let- 
ter was received and as the derision 
upheld the decision of the 
lower 
court no criticism could attach to 
this court. We are satisfied that it 
Was through inadvertance that these 
respondents were drawn 
into this 
eaac. I would say, however, to these 
doctors and other gentlemen, that 
th*y should be more careful about 
Blgning such things and that Captain 
Day, who undoubtedly was trying to 
help a man In trouble, should exer- 
cise more care in how he goes about 
it. Let this be a warning to all of 
you. The contempt charges will be 
dismissed." 


LETTER TO COURT 


On "February 24 the court upheld 
th6 conviction and sentence of Dr. 
rfTroutman, an Oakland physician. At 
fthe same time Doctors S. F. Terry, 
F. J- Peter. H. M. Presler and W A. 
Clark, together with R. I-.. Orwlg, 
president and manager of the North 
American Hospital Association, and 
Harry Wlllner were cited In con- 
tempt for writing a letter to the 
court In which they expressed their 
belief in Dr. Troutman's Innocenca 
and their conviction of his high mor- j 
al chaiacter. 
A passage from Dr. : 
Clark's postscript to the letter read: 
"When I operated on Dr. Trout- . 


man he was at death's door and even j 
at that time when partly under the 
anesthetic, he protested his inno- 
cence as he was going to, sleep, pos- 
sibly to die." 
Today each of the six persons cited 
were questioned in turn and 
all 
agreed that tney had been friendly 
with Dr. Troutman, anxious that he 
should have a new trial and had 
written the letter at tho instance of 
Captain Day. 
Although not sub- 
poened. Captain 
Day was present 


and was called to testify. 
He took 
all 
of 
the 
responsibility 
on his 


shoulders. 
CHAPLAIN ASSUMES BLAME 
"On* of our workers told me about 
Dr. Troutman and I became inter- 
ested," he said. "I went to see Dr. 
McGHI, who was going to take the 
leadership, together with Dr. Burns, 
but Dr. McGill died suddenly. Then 
I spoke to Dr. Terry and I drew the 
^rough draft of the letter and I Bald 
1 would make It plural so that othern 
could sign It, I didn't know 1 was 
doing anything wrong." 
Judge Langdon inquired whether 
C&ptaln Day could not remember a 
rather caustic rebuke which ho said 
he had administered to him when 
he endeavored to speak to him about 
the owe at tho Ferry building. 
, Captain Day remembered the con- 
versation but not, the rebuke. Judge 
XAngdon continued: 
"You spoke to me, Captain Day, 


fcbout the fir. Troutman case, and I 
replied to you, 'the cas« is now on 
my desk and It's very Improper for 
y»tt to «ay anything to me about It' 
I have a very distinct recollection of 
•KHMtitlQK to you very sharply and -in 
tio uncertain terms. 
"It «eems to me that If the sheriff 
lias a high regard for his official 
duties and standing you will have a 
few things to explain to him." 
Associate Justice George A. Rturte- 
Vant stated that a woman had call- 
ed on him In December and asked 
htm about the cane, bearing a letter 
of Introduction from Dr. Eton. 
Ho 
had refused to discuss it with her. 
Justice Nourso declared that Captain 
Uay had spoken to him about It and 
that he had warned him that it was 
Improper to do
